Among visited was the ex- 
tensive farm J. H. Sandison, who 


owns five sections, much of which is in 
one block. Eighteen hundred acres were 
in crop this year, of which 1,500 was 
wheat. Twelve binders were required to 
cut this crop, and it is all now in stook. 
The crop on this farm was a little earlier 
than most in the neighborhood. Only 
300 acren was standing when the frost 
came. This, Mr. i said, would 
be no loss to kim, as he found frozen 
wheat was as good as any for seed and he 
will need more than that quantity next 
year, as he intends sowing four theusand 
acres. (nthe farm two threshers were 
at work with teams drawing the sheaves 
to them. He expected a yield of as much 
as 40 bushels to the acre off some of his 
land. Another man who has threshed 
some has an actuul yield of 42 bushels 
per acre. The grain oe this sec- 
tion appears to have not lain down to 
the same extent as in many places visited 
and therefore stood a better chance of 
not being damaged by the frost. 

Smudging was tried was tried by some 
of the farmers and everyone spoken to on 
the subject was in favor of the system 
and was confident of its success in ward- 
ing off such light frosts as fell here this 
season, though it may raise the temper- 
ature 5°. 

Stacking hands and threshers are in 
great demand all over the country and 
the supply does not seem tobe adequate to 
the demand. The question most often 
heard is: ‘‘Do youknow where 1 can 
get a man?” and the hurried way in 
which the coatless farmer asks it shows 
he has no time to lose.

SUPERANNUATION. 

It must appear te those who give the 
matter full consideration that the sys- 
tem of superannuation observed by gov- 
ernments is a false one. It may be true 
and doubtless is, to a large extent at 
least, that when government officials and 
clerks spend a number of years in offices 
they beoome practically unfitted for any 
other calling, but that does not alter the 
circumstances. The farmer who 
follows farming, for instance, 
half a lifetime becomes by virtue of usage 
unfiteed for other pursuits, and so on of 
men who spend a large number of years 
in any other callings. 


If it was a fact they were 
forced into these offices, that 
they were not the positions 


of their choice, the argument would

In almost every instance government 
otheials are appointed to office as the 
position of their choice through the in- 
fluence of friends; it is the calling of 
their preference, of all within their reach.

The argument is that after a life 
of this kind they have insufficient te live 
on in old age, when unfitted for longer 
service; but the same argument might 
righteously be applied to the case of in- 
dividuals in all other callings. If the 
man who is forced to accept » calling for 
which he has neither inclination or adapt 
ability, because he has neither friends 
nor intluence to elect him to other call- 
ings, is compelled in such a position to 
provide for old age, with greater force

In dealing with such an inportant 
question as politicai morality, the writer 
recognizes shortcomin zs that hardly jus- 
tify the expression of opinions on his 
part, but when the public conscience 1s 
so thoroughly aroused as it is in Canada 
to-day the opportunity should not be lost 


to en juire whither we are drifting. For 
Cc ians who know no soil but their 


own, who love their country because it 
it is their own, may fairly ponder over 
their probable future if political correp- 
tion continues to be recognized as part of 
their political system. The exposures 
which the census year of 1591 has 
brought to light show that if we want to 
make ourselves respected we must put 
down with a strong hand the system of 
raising money out of the resources which 
the governments have it in their power 
to grant or withhold in order to keep 
themselves in power. 
Tp this art there is 4 disposition to 
iefd the palm w the province of (Que- 
, but this is not just; although the 
revelations before the Senate Committec 
have astounded everyone at the magni- 
tude of the sums abstracted from the 
public treasury and the disposal of them, 
they only differ in their degree of bold- 
ness, and not in the priciple adopted. 
We are not educating our public men to 
be statesmen, but to be politicians, and 
the ultimate effect of that policy is but 
too apparent, besause it isto our public 
men that we have to look to for the 
guardianship of the integrity and welfare 
of the country. 
Since the new year dawned three dis- 
tinct public acts on the part of Canadian 
yovernments have been the subject 0 
public enquiry. In Ottawa the Tarte 
committee has exposed to view a system 
of converting the public treasury inte a 
fund to be used for corrupt purposes. 
In Quebec the Senate committee has ex- 
wowed the most unblushing appropriation 
publicfundsthe ultimate disposal of which 
was for private advantage. In Manitoba 
the Provincial government attempted to 
legalize a fund which was interpreted by 
a leading public journal to be a fund 
created for corrupt purposes, a charge 
which the courts of Manitoba on two 
separate © casions held to be justifiable.
